.»a\<mcnt and then tear It up t • die 
trenches for sewer and water pipes. 
To do this work will cost something 
like fifty »»r sixty thousand dollars, 
and we hope there will not be a vote 
against bonds for that purpose,

And not alone arc the night 
t-s-d lor bathing in the lake, for it 
U nor at all unusual for four or five 
4 hi o* haded with men and women to 
kOini from KUsImmense In the early 
morning for a plunge, and numerous 
nf our young peopc lake advantage 
nf its health-giving waters to start 
hem fresh on the day's business 
grind.

That Labor W\ Farris, our newly- 
clrcted superintendent of • reels, in* 
tends to do bis full share in making 
St. Cloud the foremost city 111 Flor¬ 
ida is evidenced from the manner in 
which hr has undertaken his duties, 
the most arduous of any of the several 
city department*. 

Mr. Farris is making a thorough in- 
spec.i«*n of every street in the city 
vvith the idea of ascertaining at fir*t 
lund where and what work is necca- 
*ary to be done to accommodate the 
traveling public and get rid of sltrplus 
water after heavy rain*. Tuesday Mr 
Farris had his force at work clean¬ 
ing diii he* and filling up low places 
on New York avenue, between the 
‘ttilroad and the lake. 

In shaking to a rcofesent!five of 
In* Tribune ot St. Cloud's future and J 
the contemplated improvements to be 
made iti his department* Superinten¬ 
dent Farris *aid- "There Is no ques¬ 
tion but what St. Cloud will continue 
to grow, and before many years roll 
around it will he one of the principal 
cities ill Florida 1 have considerable 
holdings hero and if I did not behove 
hw to be s fact I would sell out an l 
tnr-vr away, hut just ms sure at the 
sun rites property here will double in 
value h fore long. 

"I am orry to say," continued Mr. 
Farris, •’that m going over the city I 
have discovered a fvw men that arc 
evidently devoid of civic pride, for 
their yards are a diagrace—they look 
as 1 bough a hoe and rake werr stran¬ 
ger* Inn | hope they will now join 
hi and help clean up.

"It strikes nu‘ a* a good idea to 
Vvy a specific lax for the upkeep of 
sidewalks from curb 10 properly line, 
to the end that wc could have a fixed 
•um with which to Veep weeds and 
obnoxious growth down. I think it 
would aRo he a good idea to 
civr a rebate to those who keep 
Ihrir property in good conditio,v 
especially to those who plant irees. 
I am not wedded t*. this idea, if any 
man has a better proposition to of¬ 
fer. but something along this line. I 
believe, would be good for the city's 
future. 

"1 favor contracting with persons 
to keep the weeds and urns* mowed 
« n the strrety. as it is apparent that, 
doing (lie work with day labor is 
both unsatisfactory and costly, as it 
requires too much time to go fiver nur 
streets with one mower, and it is often 
necessary to ti*r the tv;im for other 
city work, besides a private citizen 
will lie im re careful with Ins own ma¬ 
chinery and work. 

"These are some of my views as to 
how'thr street work of the city ahnuM 
he done, hut T court advice and rvc 
ommendutious from all the people, 
as It will be my endeavor to at all 
times furnish the best service and d<> 
the best work at the lowest possi¬ 
ble expense."

It is u ctninon thing for people to 
severely criticise thcif greatest bene¬ 
factors and the case of the land and 
colonization companies of Florida is 
no exception to the rule, lfecsusc a 
number of grafters and crocks have 
operated laud schemes in this state In 
the past, there has been a tendency 
upon the part ol many to place all 
luud and colonisation coinp.nm-s in 
the same category. Many Florida 
people, business and property owners, 
have in the past and still take part iu 
ti c effort of the “Knockers' League," 
with branch offices in every town, to 
discredit the effort* of honest fond 
and real estate men In Flori;b, and in 
some cases we regret to state, this 
rffort has been aided by the press, al¬ 
though not to any great extern. 

I Miring the past few years Florida 
has made wonderful strides in*growth 
and dcvelopinrnt and wr brlfcvc we 
are coim-rv r.ive when we state that 
jt least titty per cent of this develop¬ 
ment has been due to the efforts 0/ 
the reputed land companies operat¬ 
ing in this state. They have adver¬ 
tised the resources of Florida far and 
wide at a cost lo themselves 01 hun¬ 
dreds ot thousands of dollars. 

About the only co-operation these 
agencies have bad from the state has 
xiFtiie from the Agricultutal Depart¬ 
ment of Florida and the Experiment 
Station and while it lias been effective 
and of the very best kind, no provi- 
•ion bn* been made by the state to 
make it far-re.iching and available to 
me many who reside thousands ot 
miles distant from Florida. The land 
companies themselves have extended 
the valuaL 1 c service rendered by the 
two department* above mentioned by 
reprinting in their bulletins and book¬ 
let* much of the data secured by au¬ 
thoritative experiments. 

Many go>t| towns in Florida t**lay 
wan’d not be in existence were it not 
for the efforts of some land compa¬ 


nies that have been tirel<*s in their 
work of bunging in new farmers ami 
townspeople of a desirable class. In 
the last number of the Florida Far¬ 
mer and Iloniescckcr on page Jot. 
Heals II. Wilson of New Smyrna. Mu., 
presents an able defense of the land 
companies. In regard to ca*r* where 
land has been sold to partie* who 
were fo>uocU!Iy able to improve and 
develop the same, resulting In criti¬ 
cism of the land company Mr. Wilson 
kites some psrallrl cases that are logi¬ 
cal. He says. “Should the automo¬ 
bile agent refuse to sell me a car until 
T convince him that 1 am able to buy 
t!w necessary gasoline and oil and run 
it? Must 1 be forbidden to sell land 
except to the weH-to-doF* This 
enmea very near typifying the ;»o*i- 
lion f.ken *»y many who criticirc the 
l*nd companies in FUurda 

h m true that some laud salesmen 
exaggerate the possibilities of their 
lands. In dwelling oil the cost of dr- 
[ vrlopment, *0110: tnisr*\>re*cnt to a 
certain extent, but that is the case 
with nearly every commodity that la 
Isold. Note for instance the exagg**r» 
jated claims of the various breakfast 
food manufacturer*. And consider 
that, according to tlu automobile 
talesman his car is the strongest, most 
durable and will run the farthest on 
the least gasoline. I he same thing 
prevails in "ihrr line*. In most |l| 
bites Ol business the principle (caveat 
emptnr), rules—*ct tbe buyer beware. 

And while it might not always W 
uveesary to follow tliia rule in pur¬ 
chasing Floriila lands, wc can see no 
reason why it should not be observ¬ 
ed by the purchaser when as a gen¬ 
eral thing he gives it very careful at¬ 
tention in making any other kind •>( 
4 purchase. The reputable land tutu- 
pantes 01 the State of Florida deserve 
to be boosted and rcCOQuntftdtd In¬ 
stead of criticized and maligned.—

Up in *li'' corn belt of the Central 
and Central Western states tbr hog 
has earned the title* of mortgage lifter. 
Perhaps there utc not many mort¬ 
gages to lift tit Florida. but an animal 
which can gum tlitt significant title 
is a pretty good partner with which to 
gojinto business. John M. Scott, vtcc 
director of the University of Florida 
Experiment Station, is anxio»*t for 
the farmer* to relic more hog*. 

The state is essentially adapted to 
hog ritising because of the great vari- 
^*y of cheap forage crops and feeds. 
It will be only a few week* until win¬ 
ter forage crops should procure not 
only enough pig* for his own use, but 
he should have enough to utilize a 
large amount of forage this fall and 


Pure-bred bogs are cheapest in the 
'ong run because jbey fatten best and 
utilise their feed more economically. 
It never |*uya to buy 01 feed scrub 
(•lock, lienee Mr. Scott advises som.* 
• >i the pure breeds. It is not ticcca.sary 
*o buy registered stock unless one 
wishes to go into the pure breed bus¬ 
iness. i’ue pork or lard hog breeds 
are the Berkshire*, Poland Chinas. 
Duroc Jersey*. The bacon breed* arc 
the I l.niipshirrs and Tmnwerth. 

It is not advisable to raise the 
Chester White or any of the other 
white breeds in Florida because they 
blister in the hot sun. Of ihc other 
breeds, the farmer may choose the 
one which he fancies. All are good 
and any cue may he best suited to a 
divert set of conditions.

Sprout Potatoes 

For Fall Crop 


The best seed potatoes (or Flori¬ 
da condiliirtin arc to be had from na¬ 
tive stock. Farmers *>f the Central 
States arc in the habit of obtaining 
northern-grown seed, because they 
do belter, but when one gets as far 
from the potato %ett as Florida, 
other complication* arise. Potatoes, 
like corn. and *>at 3 , have to adjust 
iheiusetvcs to the climate and soil 
before they will do well ill most ui* 
c*. Acclimatisation usually requires 
several grucrutions. 

. C. K. Metjnarric, »l»t< agent for 
*-1110 University of Florida Extension 
Division, is of the opinion that the 
soil is too hot for nnrthcrn-grew seed 
and that they rot readily when sub¬ 
jected to conditions which differ radi¬ 
cally from those under which they 
were grown. Even where the spring 
crop was planted from imported seed, 
tile potatoes have acquired a small 
degree of resistance. In fact the 
^ rpring crop is a very good source of 
seed. 

m It i* best to select small potatoes 
from the sire of a hen egg down for 
the fall crop and to plan! them whole, 
because If larger ones arc used they 
must be cut mid the cut surface is a 
source of vntaminutioii. The wet 
weather induces rutting As u fur* 
her precaution in obtaining n good 
' crop Mr. McQttarrie advises that the 
potatoes be sprouted before they are 
planted. Place them on a barn floor 
or in sonic other sheltered place 
whers they wil.l have diffused light 
but not direct sunlight. Allow the 
^sprouts to become a quarter to a half 
inch long. When the potatoes are 
planted they will continue growing, 
ui^d flic losses from rotting will be re¬ 
duced to the minimum. 

Mr. McQuarrie warns agahut buy¬ 
ing just any kind of potatoes. Some 
farmers obtain their seed from the 
grocery man's stock of eating pota¬ 
toes. Asa rule these are not good po- 
*til<ora and should be avoided, in the 
first place because they are of un¬ 
known strain and have not been eared 
for as teed potatoes should, and fur¬ 
ther because they may not be arclim- 
ated to the ondMi ms of that section. 
Some of ths best potatoes for Florida 
arc the Red Bliss or Triumph, Koae 
Number 4. Cobbler, and Look./.it 
Mountain The Inst two have done 
particularly well In the state.—Agrtcul. 
rural News Service.

The Association ot American Dairy, 
l oud arm Drug Official* in its nine¬ 
teenth animal convention ut Berkeley. 
Cal., last week, honored Florida by 
electing Sta'c Chemist Ho»u second 
vice president and choosing him for 
chairman of the executive committee 
of Section A, State Food and Dairy 
Executives. 

The following resolution, intro¬ 
duced by Mr, Rose, was adopted by 
the convention: 

V\ hercas, the importation from for¬ 
eign countries and the shipment in iu- 
t< rotate cot 1111 rrce of immature citrus 
(mils, particularly oranges and grope- 
fruit «pomelo*), which have l*ccn arti- 
ficirlly colored, thus fraudulently sim¬ 
ulating maturity, or rtpencsi; and 
Whereas, evidence has been adduced 
showing that juch orange* and grape¬ 
fruit (pomelo), do not change in su¬ 
gar or acid content, and do not ripen 
or mature after removal from tree; 
and 

Whereas, there is evidence to show 
that the consumption of such imma¬ 
ture Orange* and grapefruit (pome¬ 
los). especially by children, is apt to 
be attended by a serious disturbance 
of the digestive systems, and 

Whereas, the impor atlon of and 
shipment of such nriifically colored, 
immature, unwholesome and deleter!* 
t us oranges and grapefruit (pomelos), 
has prevailed to n large extent dur¬ 
ing recent years; therefore 

Be It resolved, that the tentative 
t.attdsrd adopted by the national au¬ 
thorities which "considers Califor¬ 
nia • •range* to he immature if the 
Imre dt* * not contain soluble solids 


equal to, or in excess, of eight parts to 
every puit of acid contained in the 
juice, the acidity oi the juice to be cal¬ 
culated ns citric acid without water 
of crysulization, to be adopted for all 
oranges, foreign and domestic until 
modified or changed by the national 
authorities. 

lie it further resolved that a tenta¬ 
tive ttandurd for all imported ami do¬ 
mestic grapefruit (pomelo), as follow'* 
be adndpted: 

"AH grapefruit (pomelo), shall be 
considered immature, if the juice does 
not contain soluble solids equal to, 
or in excess of seven parts to every 
part of acid contained in the juice, 
the acidity of the juice to be calcu¬ 
lated as citric acid without water of 
1 ryslalizatinn. 

Be it further resolved, That the Bn- 
nau of Chcmis.ry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
the state chemists of all citrus grow¬ 
ing states, he requeued to continue 
the study nf the chemical composition 
of mature and immature oranges and 
k rape fruit (pomelo), and to devise and 
report to the national food authori¬ 
ties. the joint committee of stand¬ 
ards. and the various pore food offi- 
ri.ils, their findings, with a recom¬ 
mendation of such permanent stan¬ 
dards a* they may find to be equit¬ 
able, fair and just, at the earliest pos¬ 
sible time consistent with careful and 
intelligent study of the problem. 

Offered by K. I*'. Rose, of Florida, 
unanimously reported favorably by 
» "intuitlee on resolutions nnd unani¬ 
mously adopted by the convention, 
August 4.

Unless 
he has traveled enough to know the 
wide variation of detail* in farming 
and how to waten for them lie will 
make mistakes on mutters that seem 
wry simple to old residents If he 
i* inclined to be independent of local 
custom and of the advice c»f Ins orieh- 
bors he run* even greater chance* 
of loss. 

The mail from the South who 
moves to the North, with it* shorter 
growing season, may not realize the 
importance of getting his crops in 
promptly, with the result that he is 
pinched by frost in the fall, The type 
of soil may he strange to him: con¬ 


ditions of drought or flood may be 
unknown to him; even livestock are 
influenced by location. 

If Ho* new tanner hasn't time to 
Ut'dy these new details for a season 
'•cfuie be come* to the region lie 
would best stick to the methods of 
• lie majority of the good farmers in 
the neighborhood—the same crop, the 
same livestock, the same melhols .*! 
cultivation. 

Plenty of farmers who have gone 
West, and as many who have come 
Fast, with the idea of "astonishing 
the natives." have been obliged after 
a season's experience to retrench, with 
mure wisdom and less net profit than 
expected. It pay* to think twice be¬ 
fore you try to beat the native at his 
own game.

Lime Lets Soil 
Organisms Feed 
Plant Food 


All plant food is made available by 
soil organisms. In normal soils there 
are plenty of these organisms, but if 
the soil is strongly acid they ciltnit 
work, and consequently plants starve, 
or are hindered for want of nourish¬ 
ment. Limestone corrects the acidity 
of soils and allows the l»?nvficial soil 
organisms to liberate plant tomt. 

If the soil needs limestone badly a 
fall application should be made. Do 
not wait until the crop is ready to 
plant or even until the soil has been 
plowed. Apply the limestone broad¬ 
cast before the plow «•• that it will 
become well mixed with the soil dur¬ 
ing tile cqu-rations prior to p.anting. 
Farly applications will give the lime 
a chance to react with the acid and 
(lie organisms will have time to liber¬ 
ate plenty of food for young plants, 

1 *. H. Rolf*, director of the Univer¬ 
sity of Florida Experiment Station, 
advises against applying the limestone 
too late if fertilizers arc to be used, 
Tlie acid phosphate will react with 
die calcium compounds autd be 
reverted to an unavailable form before 
it run be used by the plant. 

On heavy soils, such as clay, where 
there is not a considerable amount of 
Mtnd, :hr limestone v\ill improve the 
condition of the soil. It will cause 
the soil particles to collect in larger 
granule* which will improve the soil 
structure. By this new grouping the 
soil will become better aerated and 
the organisms will show greater ac¬ 
tivity.—Agricultural ?%-w* Service.

Sev¬ 
eral nf the small merchantmen were 
then sunk by shell fire and the Lin¬ 
den sailed away seeking new adven¬ 
ture.

:h«* French destroyer Mousquet was

funnel and French ensign still acted

a salvo. The Mousquet sank within 
.1 few minute*. Thirty-five of her crew 
were rescued by the Emdetl. At this 
moment another destroyer was sight¬ 
ed making rapidly for the F.mden 
hom the direction of Penang. Full 
steam ahead was put oti and with the 
aid of n tropical rain storm the Em- 
•Vnearapcd. During the next two 
weeks several merchantmen were 
sunk. On November 0 Cocos Island 
wsm sighted and Capt. Von Muller or¬ 
dered :i detail nf men ashore to de¬ 
stroy the British wireless station. 

The men donned British uniforms. 
Apparently a British cruiser was ex¬ 
pected and the Emden was mistaken 
for her. The landing putty t»as thus 
able to round up a small British force 
and destroy the station without so 
much as firing a shot. Scarcely had 
thin work been performed when tile 
shriek of the Hmden'a whistle gave 
warning that there was danger at hand 
and the binding party hastened to tile 
•mall boats at the shore. Tint the 
i'milvn did not wait. A* she steamed 
rapidly out of the harbor, leaving 
rnmc fifty of her men and two offi¬ 
cers, a large cruiser was seen ap¬ 
proaching utt the horicon. 

The warships went into action im¬ 
mediately and nt the end nf an hour 
the Emden was seen to be on fire. She 
turned and fled, evidently hoping to 
run ashore on an island fifteen miles 
away, hut was destroyed and Capt. 
Von Muller and the survivors on 
board made prisoners. The men on 
shore, after a twenty minutes' confer¬ 
ence. contain n dee red a 70-ton schoon¬ 
er, tile Aycsha, and prepared to flee. 
It was soon seen that the warship 
which had destroyed the Emden—the 
Australian cruiser Sydney—was mak¬ 
ing away in pursuit of another ship.

During 
the day various bands of hostile Arab* 
were met and w''H each of these a 
battle wa* (ought. The journey had 
scarcely been begun before the Arab 
guide'deserted, and most of the trip 
was made by compass, the men walk¬ 
ing and carving their food and wmter 
..apply nn their backs. The v!H««t- 
tndcs of the trip were so great that 
■omc of the bctl died and were buried 
in the *and. At last, on April 37. 
the German* arrived at Medina, the 
terminus of the Hcdjax railway. That 
afternoon they boarded a train which 
tuolr them by various stages to Con
